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PRESIDENT LINCOLN’S COUP-D’ETAT. 
Ir is with some reason supposed that there is a growing body of 
persons in the States of America which looks at every political 
and military movement of either of the contending parties from 
what may be called a mediation point of view. But it is quite 
certain that in this country every one, whatever may be his pro- 
clivities, whether he inclines to the North or to the South scans 





eagerly every act of importance which is reported in order, if 
possible, to extract from it some hope, however faint or femote, 
of a pause in the terribly sanguinary arbitrement to which 
the differences between Federals and Confederates have been 
referred. To say the truth, the news of American battles 
has lost much of its interest, since it has been invariably 
found that nothing decisive ever comes of them, and that man- 
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kind in general are by no means accurately informed as to 
which side even ostensible victory has inclined. Many of those 
who must gather their opinions from such accounts as they 
receive of stricken fields are now apt to think that the resultless 
character of this internecine war has become confirmed, and 
that the questions involved are not very likely to be soon 
settled by the rude process of fighting. It is, therefore, not 
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surprising that more attention has been recently fixed on the 
elections which have been going on in the Federal States, and 
which are a kind of battles that Englishmen of the present 
generation understand better than the gladiatorial combats 
ef hundreds of thousands of armed men, the object 
ef which seems to be, or at least the result of which 
is, only the slaughter of so many of the combatants on 
either side. It is quite intelligible how the return to Congress 
and to the offices and Legislatures of the different Federal 
States of men who belong to a party which, if it has a 
ereed, is opposed, we will not say to the policy, for that word 
im the sense in which we use it is hardly expressive of the 
sources of political movement in America, but to the personal 
presence in the Presidential chair of Mr, Lincoln, would seem 
to us on this side of the water to have assumed the aspect of a 
vote of want of confidence in the Government, In our 
@wn more concentrated mode of conducting the business 
ef the State this would have been done by a vote of the 
House of Commons directed against the Ministry in office, 
and would have brought new men into their places and raised 
hopes of the inauguration of anew policy. There is, however, no 
means that we know of by which a President of the United 
Btates can be called on to resign because of the expression of 
epinion by an elective majority condemnatory of his mode of 
eenducting the affairs of the country. No such sudden fall 
from power can come on Mr, Lincoln except by his own act or 
by the exercise of something akin to physical force, But it 
would be very strange if the fact of strong reaction in public 
epinion, as indicated by a series of elections carried on 
avowedly on the principle of Lincolnism or no Lincolnism, did 
not create an uneasy sense of insecurity at Washington. There 
has been, doubtless, due counsel taken by the President 
and his advisers as to how they might best guard themselves 
frem the danger which threatens them. In such a case one of 
the first steps taken by men who, in a certain sense, are 
beleaguered, is to eject from amongst them any of their number 
who, wiclding power, are not deemed heart-whole in their 
cause. This is one of the first symptoms of preparation for 
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than a victory which should crush the power of the South. 
Hence his dilatory proceedings, his apparent dallying with the 
war, his reluctance to measure his strength at all opportunities 
with the foe before him, and the conduct of the campaign in 
Virginia, which ended in the withdrawal of the Northern troops 
from aggressive action in the territory of their opponents. In 
short, the accusation must be summed up in the «imple 
phrase that M‘Clellan was a traitor, For our own part, 
we believe nothing so decided of him, He is a mediocre 
man, a doctrinaire in a military as well as a_ political 
sense, who might have been well employed in drilling recruits 
at Washington, but who was wholly unfitted by temperament 
or quality to be placed in the situation of a General on whose 
activity, resource, and military genius 60 much depended. 

It is true that the extreme section of the Northern party has 
long been demanding his deposition from the command of the 
army of the Potomac; and it may be true that on more than 
one occasion the President has personally written to his General, 
remonstrating with him for his military conduct ; and there 
may also be truth in the statement of General Halleck, of 
something like positive disobedience to orders by M‘Clellan, and 
which is put forward ag the ostensible reason of his recall ; 
but there are few impartial persons who will not hold that 
the real cause of his removal lies deeper, and that the sudden 
action of the President has been prompted by a very excusable 
alarm at the turn which political affairs havetaken, If all that 
is stated be fact, the President was long ago satisfied that 
M‘Clellan ought to be removed, and, if so, his being retained 
could only have been a temporising with that feeling of in- 
security which has culminated in an act almost of desperation. 
The quiet submission of M‘Clellan to his relegation, with some- 
thing of ignominy, into private life, when, if his partisans are 
to be credited, he might have set himself up as a military dic- 
tator and brought the affairs of his country to a settlement, is 
characteristic of the man, whom a mixture of constitutional 
principle and timidity renders wholly unequal to the adopting 
of the part which has been played before now in the civil con- 
vulsions of a nation by the head of an army.

LAW AND PoLIcE.—A case, believed to be of unprecedented 
occurrence in the history of English journalism, has been brought before the 
Queen’s Bench. Mr. Serjeant Glover was proprietor of the Morning Chronicle for a 
few years, and he has brought an action against Count Persigny and M. Billault 
to recover £14,000 for articles which Mr. Glover caused to be inserted in his 
journal at the request of the defendants, and articles he wrote for transfer into 
the Jfoniteur and Constitutionnel. Mr. Glover's allegation is that he was 
engaged to the work by M. Billault, then a member of the French Embassy, 
as agent for the Count de Persigny, then Minister of the Interior, who also 
subsequently confirmed the engagement. On Saturday last Serjeant Glover 
got a rule for the rearguing of the case, and it was with on Tuesday. 
Mr. Hodgeon, for M. Billault, pitted the affidavits of that gentleman against 
those of Serjernt Glover as to the authority given for articles in the Morning 
Chronicle. Serjeant Glover swore that M. Billault had ratified the arrange- 
ments made by persons representing themselves as his agents; M. Billaul 
swore that he never done anything of the kind. The tenor of Mr. Hodgson’s 
argument was that M. Biliault was more worthy of belief than Serjeant 
Glover. The Judges, however, held that the case must proceed, and a fortutight 
was given to M. Billault to plead.

Every loyal reader (the phrase is tautology in excelsis) will 
be gratified to perceive evidence that our beloved Sovereign is 
restored to the health and energy habitual to her. The Queen, 
having bestowed ample attention upon the artistic memorial of 
the Prince Consort which is in course of erection in the South 
Kensington Gardens, has assembled her family and guests to 
witness her own provision of a memorial of another kind, and 
of an interesting and personal character. Her Majesty has 
planted an oak to mark the spot at which Prince Albert con- 
cluded his last day’s shooting, just before his illness. he tree 
will be known as the Prince Consort's Oak, and may remind a 
few readers of old poetry of some good lines now all but 


forgotten :— 
Thou native oak, thou German tree, 
Fit emblem, too, of German worth! 
Type of a nation brave and free, 
And worthy of its native earth. 


Of the dismissal of M‘Clellan from the command of 
the army which he made we have spoken elsewhere, and 
there is no other news of importance from America, 
Nor has the foreign budget any very interesting items 
in its European departments. It appears to be thought 
all but certain that the crown of Greece will be offered 
to Prince Alfred, and it may be held as certain that the 
Queen’s advisers will not recommend the young Prince 
to accept a throne which he would hold on implied, if not 
expressed, conditions of a character to involve England in all 
the complications of an Eastern question. The compliment 





will be acknowledged and the crown declined, The Prince of 








Wales, the Princess Royal, and her husband have had an inter- 
view with his Holiness the Pope, who is stated to have been 
“charming,” and was, no doubt, very kindly and affable to the 
young Protestants, From Paris we have little save ramours of 
wonderful plots, the “foliage” of which is evidently due to 
the brilliant fictionists of the police, though there may have 
been some little fire in the heart of se much smoke. We 
are glad to see that the system of murder by duel is in some: 
sense discouraged by the French tribunals, the ducal slayer of 
poor Mr. Dillon having been ordered to pay to his mother, for 
her life, and afterwards to his brothers while under mental 
disability, an annuity of 3600f. We wonder whether the Duke. 
will appeal. Pleasantest of all that we have to-report from the 
Continent is the fact that the Italian surgeon, M. Zanetti, has 
extracted the ball from the ankle of Garibaldi, whose recovery 
may now be confidently anticipated, The Italian Parliament. is 
in high debate, and M. Ratazzi has delivered his defence, bat 
too late in the week for the full report to be furnished in time 
for comment. He was thought. to have acquitted himself with 
dexterity. Let us add news from Suez, The most difficult 
part of the cutting is declared fo have been accomplished, and 
the waters of the Mediterranean have been let into it. But the 
real difficulty, pointed out by our own great engineers, has yet 
to be encountered, 

At home the only topic of interest is a melancholy 
one—the Lancashire distress. We abstain from entering 
into the disputes that have arisen in connection with the 
subject ; but in a balance of all the evidence it would 
seem that those who are not doing their duty to their 
neighbours are exceptions to the rule, while many gentlemen 
who have been employers of labour are doing silenfly, 
and without advertisement, charities of the most noble 
description, We admire the pride that disdains self-vindication ; 
but we regret that all good examples should not be held up for 
imitation, The scantiness with which the funds provided by 
the liberality of the country are said to be dealt out, and the 
large reserves kept in hand, are much condemned, as implying 
a doubt whether the national heart has not been sufficiently 
stirred to ensure a continuance of generosity, Moreover, 
it is bad policy to let a population be reduced almost 
to starvation point —to leave it “ welly clamming,” as 
the piteous Lancashire phrase is. We trust that the stimulus 
which the universal outcry on this point must afford 
will not be in vain. Meanwhile, we can only reiterate 
the appeal of all who have calculated and observed, and urge 
every one to contribute to the funds, or to the clothing and 
firing dépéts, to the utmost of his power. Perhaps the not rery 
sensible exaction called the Christmas-box might this year be 
advantageously abolished, and these fees, which are a relic of 
a barbarous custom, be applied in aid of the “ clamming"™ 
workpeople. 

The fat cattle and those “ whose talk is of bullocks” will this 
year find their way to Islington ; and the highly-genteel locality 
which has for so long shuddered at the foray of gigantic agri- 
culturists is genteelly rejoicing at its emancipation. Thia fact, 
and the satisfactory one that a quarter of a hundred garotters 
are now being sent through the dock under the stern eyes of 
our Judges, who are believed to intend to make as severe ar 
example of them as the law will permit, nearly complete the brief 
record of the week. It is to be hoped that when the sentences 
are given Sir George Grey will not deem it his duty to interfere, 
and remit them. 

If a quotation from the greatest of poets, in a translation by 
the most elegant of poets, may be accepted as an excuse for 
reference to a brutal business, let us cite Homer and Pope : —

THE FRENCH CHURCH IN LonpDoN.—(7o the Editor.)—The 

= graph in your widely-circulated journal of Saturday week, headed on The 
ch Church in London,” is calculated to convey an e 

which, I trust, you will allow me to dissipate. To the uninitiated it 

would appear therefrom that the church in question was the chief, if not the 
sole, representative link between the Protestantism of England and that of the 
Continent, as well as the only direct medium through which the majority ef 
foreign residents of the reformed faith could share in our established form ef 
worship. Now, without detracting for one moment from the just claims and 
merits of the Nonconformist church in St. Martin’s-le-Grand, or wishing in the 
least to impugn the historical accuracy of the statements in your paragraph, I 
must beg you to let me inform your readers that a French Conformist church, 
equally interestjng in an historical point of view, and in strict connection with 
our national establishment, exists in Bloomsbury-street. This church, now be 
ing the name of the French Protestant Episcopal Church, had its origin about the 
year 1640, when a small congregation met at Pembroke House, Whitehall, 
under the guidance of Benjamin de Rohan, well known for his glorious eforte 
in favour of Protestantism in oe, and then a in land. Its 
members speedily became numerous, and in 1660 we find that it hai twe 
ministers, During the troubles of the Civil War it conducted itself with so 
much propriety as to win the respect of all parties, and when the Restoration 
brought back order and tranquillity it Ss decided to league itself 
solemnly with the Anglican Church. So interesting a resolution attracted 
general notice from the authorities in Church and State. The English Reformed 
Church welcomed her eldest daughter in her foreign dress, and Charles II., 
under the advice of Chancellor Clarendon, allotted to the new congregation the 
Chapel of the Palace of the Savoy, and placed it under the special protection ef 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishop of London, and the Dean of West- 
minster, Ite numbers increased so rapidly, owing to Continental persecution, 
that in leas than twenty years there were three congregations—viz.: The 
original one of the Savoy, that held in the old Greek Church, near ‘Soho- 
square, and that in a church in Spring Gardens, all however directed by the 
same vestry. In 1733, however, the Chapelof the Savoy was aban 
through want of funds for its reparation, and in 1760 the Church of the 
Savoy was reduced to the single assembly in Greek-street. Thence, in 1822, it 
was transfered to Edward-street ; and, finally, it ded in obtaining a site 
for, and building, a new and commodious edifice in Bloomsbury-street, which

The size of many of the blocks is remarkable, but they bear no marks of the 
chisel, nor is it easy to understand how they were transported by savages 
unacquainted with mechanical science from the seashore to their present 

tion. Who could have raised this imposing mass? was a question that 
nvoluntarily arose in the mind. It is scarcely possible that the present race 
of islanders, or even their ancestors, could have performed such a task. They 
are unacquainted with mechanics or the use of iron tools to shape their stones 
with.

almoner of a nobleman. The sum in to him was £49 a week, 
and in looking about for fitting recipients of it he seems to have been 
struck with the idea of sewing-schools as the best means of savi 
the over-tempted female mill-hands, and determinately threw himsel 
with a simple faith and without money into this service. I say with- 
out money, because he would not appropriate the £40 to it. e col- 
lected some fifty of his helpless elients at the Hulme Working Men’s 
Institute, engaged a matron, and set them to work. It was with 
difficulty he succeeded in begging the money to pay the 3s. 4d. each 
at the close of the first week. The hit was popular, his class was 
increased the following week to 107. A touching appeal m a Man- 
chester print enabled him to discharge the duties of paymaster with 
honour, but the doors of the institute were besieged with applicants 
for admission. Numbers soon increased to 700; still he was supplied 
with money, and various church and chapel Sunday schoolrooms 
were placed at his disposal. In all, at the present time, there are 
thirteen schools thus occupied five days a week, and an aggregate of 
2800 souls.

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PARIS FASHIONS FOR DECEMBER, 

Aone the French fashionables par excellence, feminine as well as 
masculine, the principal recreation of the advanced autumn season is 
the hunting-field. The Imperial Court is often 4 la chasse in the 
Forest of Compiégne, whither a series of invitations brings, week 
after week, a succession of the most illustrious personages all 
parts of Europe. High blood, literature, fine arts, diplomacy, are 
there represented by the celebrities whom the Emperor Napoleon 
knows so well how to select and to receive ; and each guest, whose 
invitation is limited to seven days, is accompanied by the “world of 
toilet” necessary to do honour to the varied nature of the Imperial 
entertainments, which give the ton to the imes indulged in by 
less august yet still distinguished persons. But we are not going to 
treat our fair readers to a description of the doings at the teau de 
Compiégne, although it is the tem habitat of the Reine de la 
Mode, and merely allude to the absence of the French Court from 
| Paris in order to introduce agreeably our short observations on the 
| most striking features of the Parisian modes for this cold month of 
| December. 

The shape of that essentially Parisian article, the bonnet, is some- 
what modified; and is made to recede considerably towards the ears, 
leaving scarcely room enough for the narrow blond ruching now 
generally worn. At present the most important part of the chapeau 
is the top brim, upon which depends all the grace of the form. It 
should be richly and very thickly ornamented over the forehead. Black 
velvet and blue velvet bonnets (the latter often trimmed with white 
lace) are in the majority, but many are of plush or of satin: the 
mixture even of these two materials is charming. 

In the way of dresses, elegance is somewhat sacrificed to comfort, 
and with reason. For the most part, ladies’ dresses are high-necked, 
waistcoat-waisted, tolerably long, and moderately crinolined. As to 
material, woollen and velvet plaids are the most recherché: in 
general, Scotch patterns are highly esteemed by Parisiennes of good 
taste, but never more han just now, the linendrapers’ shops being 
| literally inundated with ® variety of articles, most of which the 

stamp of Scotch manufacture, and find much favour in the eyes of 
| French dames of all classes. Reps, cloth (for carriage dress), and 

plush, the Jatter especially, come in for a good share of patronage.
